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To  accomplish  the  work  which  the 
Church  and  the  State  have  a  right  to 
expect  of  it  as  an  educational  institu- 
tion, Missouri  Valley  College,  under 
the  authority  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri, 
is  going  to  raise  a  Half  Million  Dollars 
by  Dec.  31,  1921.  This  year  is  the 
Big  Year, 
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Thirty-Second  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  the 
Synod  of  Missouri  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  the  United  States  of  America.

Dear  Brethren: 

I.  For  the  first  time  Missouri  Valley  College  addresses 
its  Annual  Report  exclusively  to  the  Synod  of  Missouri. 
During  the  Cumberland  days  the  states  of  Missouri,  Kansas, 
Nebraska  and  Colorado  were  represented  in  the  patronizing 
Synods.  After  the  union  of  our  churches  in  1906  the  patron- 
izing Synods  were  the  Synods  of  Missouri  and  Kansas.  Last 
year  the  Synod  of  Kansas  turned  over  all  of  its  interest  to  the 
Synod  of  Missouri,  the  charter  being  amended  by  the  state 
of  Missouri  in  consonance  with  that  purpose,  so  that  now  the 
Synod  of  Missouri  is  the  sole  proprietor  of  this  institution 
of  learning  and  is  responsible  for  all  that  in  the  early  days 
was  done  by  four  states  and  for  the  last  fourteen  years  has 
been  done  by  two  states. 

(3) 
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Last  year  the  Synod  of  Missouri  authorized  and  instructed 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  to  raise 
$500,000.00  additional  funds  in  the  State  of  Missouri  for  Mis- 
souri Valley  College.  This  is  the  first  time  that  the  Presby- 
teries who  participated  in  the  union  have  been  called  upon  to 
come  to  the  help  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  The  Synod  has 
always  been  sympathetic,  but  owing  to  the  litigation  no  calls 
have  been  made  upon  the  Synod  for  organized  financial  cam- 
paigns until  the  present  time.  It  is  confidently  expected, 
therefore,  that  with  the  present  organization,  every  Presby- 
tery having  accepted  its  allotment  and  appointed  a  Committee 
to  raise  its  share  of  the  half  million,  that  this  meeting  of  Synod 
will  put  the  matter  so  far  forward,  sympathetically,  authori- 
tatively, and  organically  that  by  the  31st  of  December,  1921, 
the  half  million  will  have  been  pledged. 

Note  the  word  ''pledged.''  We  are  not  expecting  that 
the  half  million  will  be  raised  in  cash,  but  that  persons  will  pay 
enough  cash  to  insure  the  efficiency  of  the  movement,  and  sign 
enough  notes  and  pledges  to  carry  out  the  plans,  payable  in  a 
reasonable  time — say  three  years  from  December  31,  1921. 

II.  The  Board  of  Trustees  in  its  enlarged  capacity, 
under  its  new  Charter,  held  its  first  meeting  on  December  11, 
1920,  at  which  time  the  Synod's  recommendation  and  in- 
structions were  received  and  plans  formed  for  carrying  out 
same.  The  Board  was  reorganized  and  progress  made  in  the 
building  of  the  new  gymnasium  was  approved.  Other  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  were  held  at  later  dates,  the  committees 
getting  into  action  very  promptly.  On  June  1,  1921,  the 
day  before  Commencement,  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  was  held  and  the  business  of  the  year  carefully 
gone  over  and  the  outline  of  work  for  the  coming  year  made, 
including  a  conference  with  representatives  from  Presbyteries 
concerning  our  half  million  campaign,  were  all  duly  considered 
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and  important  decisions  reached.  The  President  of  the 
College,  William  H.  Black,  was  appointed  Director  of  the  cam- 
paign. Following  out  this  instruction,  the  Director  has  writ- 
ten personal  letters  to  every  minister  in  the  Synod,  seeking 
his  co-operation  in  this  movement.  Lists  of  names  of  in- 
fluential people  have  been  gathered  and  personal  letters  writ- 
ten to  every  one  of  them,  about  two  thousand  in  all,  and  in 
addition  a  personal  letter  to  every  alumnus  and  so  far  as  pos- 
sible to  every  old  student  of  the  College,  vseeking  their  co- 
operation for  the  campaign  this  fall.  Two  stenographers 
have  been  busy  since  the  first  of  June  with  this  correspondence 
and  with  the  other  business  appertaining  thereto.  Presby- 
teries have  been  attended  and  their  co-operation  sought  and 
freely  and  unanimously  given.  It  is  regarded  that  the  spirit 
throughout  the  state  is  wholesome  and  generous  toward  Mis- 
souri Valley  College  as  this  is  the  first  time  that  the  College 
has  asked  the  Synod  to  get  behind  its  work  in  an  organized 
way. 

III.  The  July  Bulletin,  which  has  been  sent  out  freely 
over  the  state,  contains  the  facts  concerning  Missouri  Valley 
College  and  the  names  of  all  the  Committees  appointed  by  the 
Presbyteries.  A  copy  is  herewith  submitted,  along  with  the 
October  Bulletin,  which  contains  the  financial  exhibit  and  our 
Annual  Report. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  have  accepted  their  positions,  according  to  the 
election  of  the  Synod  at  Carthage  last  year,  with  full  deter- 
mination to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  Synod  in  the  raising 
of  this  endowment  fund,  but  it  will  require  the  utmost  co- 
operation of  all  the  members  of  the  Synod,  ministers,  members 
and  friends,  in  order  to  secure  the  success  of  the  movement. 
The  organization  has  been  carefully  planned  and  now  the  ef- 
ficiency of  the  organization  will  depend  upon  the  efficiency  of 
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each  individual  member  of  each  particular  Presbyterial  group. 
We  hope  the  Synod  will  exhort  the  Presbyterial  Committees 
to  do  their  whole  duty  and  raise  the  allotments  which  the 
Synod  apportioned  a  year  ago. 

IV.  Nobody  is  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  the  financial 
situation  in  the  country  is  in  a  state  of  reaction  from  the  boom 
prices  and  the  boom  feelings  of  war.  Nobody  would  expect 
the  reaction  to  take  place  without  some  feeling  of  depression, 
but  there  is  nothing  discouraging  in  that  as  it  is  in  the  nature 
of  things.  The  high  tension,  high  prices  of  the  war  times, 
had  to  be  followed  by  reactions  for  purposes  of  readjust- 
ment, reconstruction  and  reorganization.  It  would  be  im- 
possible to  provide  a  scheme  that  would  be  free  from  em- 
barrassments following  the  war. 

Missouri  Valley  College  has  gone  through  the  war  suc- 
cessfully, has  borne  its  part  of  the  burdens,  given  freely  of  its 
students  and  alumni  to  the  world*s  service,  and  now  is  making 
its  call  for  co-operation  in  order  to  do  its  part  in  the  public 
service.  No  College  can  wait  until  all  the  readjustments  are 
complete  before  looking  after  its  interests.  Its  interests  are 
of  the  present  and  are  important  and  pressing. 

V.  Last  year  was  one  of  the  best  years  in  the  history  of 
the  College,  so  far  as  attendance,  interest,  and  student  en- 
thusiasm were  concerned.  There  were  three  hundred  and  four 
students  in  attendance,  sixteen  of  them  being  candidates  for 
the  ministry,  the  largest  College  class  in  the  history  of  the 
institution  was  graduated,  i.  e.  twenty-four  in  the  regular 
College  course.  In  athletics,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the  leadership  of  Prof.  Henri  God- 
friaux,  who  was  supported  by  the  Alumni  Association,  the 
state  pennant  in  baseball  was  won  by  the  students  of  Missouri 
Valley  College. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Robert  Torrcnce  Morrison 
Gymnasium  was  begun  and  put  into  condition  for  use  with  the 
expectation  that  at  a  later  time,  when  materials  and  work 
are  more  reasonable,  the  building  would  be  finished.  The 
basket  ball  season  was  a  most  successful  season  in  the  new 
gymnasium,  and  the  athletic  spirits  of  the  student  body  were 
never  at  a  higher  tension  than  last  year.  Mr.  Morrison*s 
gift  was  the  first  significant  and  large  gift  made  in  connection 
with  our  Half  Million  campaign. 

There  has  been  no  organized  seeking  of  gifts,  but  various 
individuals  have  already  contributed  more  than  $20,000.00. 

VI.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  and  of  the  Treasurer  is 
herewith  submitted  for  consideration.  You  will  observe  that 
the  report  takes  knowledge  only  of  productive  resources  and 
actual  possessions  of  Missouri  Valley  College.  Nothing  is  in 
the  Treasurer's  Report  concerning  certain  bequests  that  are 
in  process  of  maturing.  If  everything  were  included,  the  total 
of  the  assets  of  Missouri  Valley. College  would  amount  to  more 
than  a  Million  Dollars,  but  the  exhibits  of  the  Treasurer  shows 
a  total  of  $796,859.66.  The  endowment  total  is  $341,813.11. 
Allowing  for  depreciation,  the  total  for  realty  and  buildings  is 
$280,906.21.  On  account  of  the  installation  of  new  boilers  in 
our  heating  plant,  which  was  made  necessary  last  year  and 
rather  unexpected,  it  became  necessary  to  incur  an  indebted- 
ness for  the  purchase  of  same.  It  is  expected,  however,  that 
our  Half  Million  Fund  will  provide  for  this  deficit,  amounting 
to  nearly  $20,000.00  all  told. 

VII.  On  account  of  the  depreciated  value  of  the  dol- 
lar, it  became  necessary  during  the  year  for  the  Board  to  in- 
crease the  price  of  tuition  and  bring  it  into  harmony  with  our 
modest  demands  and  with  the  other  institutions  of  the  state; 
hence,  the  tuition  was  raised  to  $25.00  a  quarter  or  $75.00  for 
the  whole  year.     The  same  with  reference  to  the  dormitories. 
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The  prices  had  to  be  raised  as  there  were  deficits  in  both  dormi- 
tories last  year.  The  Lowry  Fund  and  the  Birckhead  Fund 
enables  us  to  set  aside  some  scholarships  in  aid  of  the  young 
ministers,  so  that  each  one  in  the  Dormitory  will  have  a  re- 
turn at  the  end  of  the  quarter  of  $12.50  on  his  dormitory  fee, 
provided  his  deportment  is  proper. 

Two  of  the  teachers  last  year  resigned  and  others  have 
been  elected  to  fill  their  places.  Miss  Mabel  King,  teacher 
of  Spanish,  is  now  Mrs.  Mabel  Maupin  and  Miss  Abby  D. 
Blakemore  resigned  on  account  of  poor  health.  Miss  Wil- 
mina  Bates  has  been  elected  in  Mrs.  Maupin's  position,  and 
Miss  Elizabeth  F.  Smiley  in  Miss  Blakemore's  position  as 
teacher  of  Greek  and  Latin.  These  are  all  the  changes  in  the 
Faculty. 

VIII.  Your  Board  of  Trustees  would  like  all  the  recom- 
mendations this  year  to  originate  in  the  Synod,  itself.  There 
are  certain  suggestions  which  would  appear  in  the  various 
paragraphs,  but  such  recommendations  as  you  have  to  make 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  to  the  Presbyteries,  ministers 
and  congregations,  we  should  like  you  to  put  up  in  your  own 
way  and  in  your  own  spirit.  The  College  belongs  to  you,  and 
you  are  operating  it  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  church  and  of 
Christian  education.  You  have  a  Charter  from  the  state  of 
Missouri  under  which  it  is  operated.  As  a  Synod,  you  have 
an  obligation,  therefore,  to  the  state  of  Missouri  and  to  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America.  The 
Board  of  Education,  representing  the  whole  denomination, 
is  in  co-operation  with  us  in  our  plans,  and  is  kept  advised  from 
tim.e  to  time  as  to  the  steps  taken.  Dr.  dinger,  before  his 
death,  vivsited  us  three  times.  Mr.  St.  John  has  been  to  see 
us  once.  Dr.  Clarke  sat  in  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  one 
of  its  meetings  in  Kansas  City,  so  that  we  would  like  you,  as  a 
Synod,  to  issue  some  suggestions,  recommendations,  or  man-

dates,  as  may  appear  to  you  to  be  prudent,  Christian  and 
statesmanlike.  We  know  it  is  the  custom  for  the  Boards  to 
ask  that  particular  recommendations  be  made,  but  in  this 
case  we  are  asking  you  to  originate  your  own  recommenda- 
tions. You  know  the  situation;  you  know  the  problem;  you 
know  the  importance  of  doing  what  has  been  undertaken  with 
your  approval;  now  please  formulate  your  own  will  and  we 
shall  undertake  to  carry  out  your  wishes.  The  scheme  for  a 
Half  Million  has  been  adopted  by  you;  the  organization  has 
been  suggested  by  you;  you  have  approved  every  step  thus 
far  taken;  can  you  give  us  a  vision  and  a  challenge  that  will 
insure  the  success  of  our  movement. ^^ 

IX.  The  Board  of  Trustees  asks  that  you  approve  its 
application  to  the  General  Board  of  Education  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  for  $3,000.00 
next  year  for  current  expenses.
